Note: This letter was written by my great-aunt, Maria Smith, to her brother, 
William Smith and his wife, Rebecca Foster Smith, my grandfather and grandmother. 
It was sent from Dexter, Washtenaw County, Michigan to Bethany, Genesco County, 
New York. It was folded, sealed with wax without envelope, and "paid 25" 

marked in the corner. It is deted "1830", though a Bible record gives the date of 
the wedding she tells of, as "1831". Who matte the mistake? HMB

Dear Brothcr and sister it is with pleasure I take this opportunity to write 
a few lines to lect you know that I am well likewise the rest of the family and hope 
these few lincs find you and yours the same it seems by your neglect in writing 
that you have quite forgotten us but it is not the case with us Mother fecls verry 
anxious to here from you and all her old neighbors since we canot sec each others 
face let us converse by writing which will be consolation to me and mother I have no 
news to write in particular at present only that we hed a verry tegious winter here 
father has froze one of feet verry bad I think it is a greet c(h)ance if he is 
able to labour any m(o)re this winter. 

I must inform you a4 little about the wedding which we had here on thursday last 
Emeline has entered into the matrimonial state with Mr Orin Ball sherif of Wastenaw 
Co I presume you have seen him he resides in villag Mr Andrew Fuller and Mrs 
Lucinda Bird were the waitcrs a1] that was lacking of haveing © good wedding was 
that you and Rebecca were absent I should like for you to have some of the cake for 
we hed a plenty likewise plenty of brandy and loof sue nr -nd plenty of the good 
kisses

Editor's note:- We think it 1 most unusucl coincide genesnlogy that we should 
be able to copy this old letter with its bricf account of the wedding that took place 
more than - hundred years ago, and at the same time to heave the Bible records of the 
families of the bride and groom. On page 186 ff will be found two Bible records of 
the Smith and Ball familics. The Orin Ball - Imeline Smith record was copied by 
Mrs, Burget's cousin, Col. Mark L. Ireland, on April 30, 1916, from the Bible then 
in the possession of Mrs. Louiss Victoria Bnll-Randall. The Elins Smith record was 
copied by Col. Ireland's mother, Mary A. Smith-Ircland, before April 14, 1902, from 
a Bible which had belonged to her grendfather, Elias Smith, Col. Ireland gave Irs. 
Burget copies of these and other fomily records; she is the owner of this old letter, 
as well as = number of others that passed between the Smith and Foster fomilics in 
Michigan cnd those who remsined behind in New York State, Priceless heirlooms! 





NOTES OF THE SOCIETY 


Again at the May meeting of the Society we enjoyed a talk by one of our own members. 
Ex-President Roy E. McFee, who is heard too seldom, spoke on the subject, "Along the 
Historic Mohawk". Mr. McFee speaks with the enthusiasm of a native son who loves 
the region. After telling something of the life of the Mohawk Indians, the early 
inhabitants of the valley, he took up the career of Sir William Johnson, who played 
so prominent a part in the history of the Mohawk Valley. From the genealogical 
angle he accounted for the three families of Sir William, two of them part Indian, 
many of whose descendants are living today. We wish Mr. McFee might be heard on a 
program more often. 


In connection with Mr. McFee's story of Sir William Johnson, Mrs. Eleanor Gcrard 
Russell told an interesting incident that happened recently in Detroit, where the 
matter of birth certificates is lately of much importance. A man questioned as to 
his birth and as to whose lincage among several was the older, produced papers to 
prove, not only his ancient lineage as an Indian, but his descent from one of the 
children of Sir William Johnson,

The Burton Historical Collection of the Detroit Public Library has received a valu- 
able gift of some 1,000 volumes from the library of the late Richerd Pickering Joy. 
Included are histories, biographies and travel books; fascinating scrapbooks made 
by Mr. Joy who was one of Detroit's outstanding financiers; bound family papers 
which give a good picture of Detroit at the beginning of this century and earlier. 
"Each volume bears the Joy book-plate, « reproduction of Boston's first Town Hall, 
which was designed by Thomas Joy, founder of the Joy family in this country, who 
came to Boston from England in 1662", Family papers such as these and other rare 
books of the Burton Historical Collection are being put into bombproof rooms. Some 
3,000 Detroit families have deposited their personel papers in this collection, 


Mrs. Marie Noll Cormack, archivist of the Gencalogical Society of Schenectady, New 
York, was a recent visitor. She is a most enthusiastic researcher in genealogical 
ficlds and believes there should be a federation of ell such societies, with some 
method of exchanging materials. Through such an exchange, erranged by Mrs. Cormack 
and Mrs. Stones of the Burton Historical Collection, several typed manuscripts of 
family Bible records and cometory records of Albany, Schenectady and Saratoga 
Counties in New York State have been received. 


Several recent newspaper articles showing the ease with which false birth certifi- 

cates are being secured have aroused gonealogists and other good citizens every- 

where. The Adrian (Mich.) Daily Telegram of Mey 29, ends = discussion of the situa- 

tion with these words: "Nation-wide laws ond regulations are needed for this impor- = 
tant matter, and they should be stringent, There should be rigid identification 

end finger-printing of all applicents. American citizenship is too important a 

matter to be disposed of like a dog license. Those who enjoy it should have authen- 


tic proof of it, and those who claim it should be required to prove the truth of 
their claim."

"Royal Union", he arrived in Philadelphia, accompanied by his wife Margaret (Moses ys 
and their five oldest children. He took the oath of allegisnce to King George, 

Aug. 15, 1750, ané by 1755 his femily had settled in Pikeland Township, Chester 
County, Pennsylvania, having taken up a trict of ee under the Penn government. 
During the Revolution he wes «= momber of she Committee of Safety to Enforce the Acts 
of the Contincntal Congress, snd he helped to enabuin Washington during the bleak 
winter et Valley Forge. He dicd in his wifc, Mergsret, died in 1773.

ZACHARIAH RICE (REISS) was born in Germany in 1731, and arrived in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, September 16, 1751, xboard the ship “Edinburgh", sccompenied by his 
brother Johannes, Soon cfter he milt ¢ clover mill on Pickering Creck, Pikeland 
Station, Chestcr County, Pennsylvania, whore traces of the head and tail racos 

still remain. His style of clover mill was in use until 1860, 

In 1757 he married ABIGAIL HARTMAN who, sccording to the Rice Family Bible (now apie 
to be in the possession of the ifyre Wellick Carrior family in Chiergo, Illinois) 1 

born "In the yeer 1742, in the month of Septombor, on the 4th day", According to ‘the 
old Trappe Church Book, she wes confirmed Maria ippolonin, at eze 15, on June 26, 1756, 
but later she changcd her name to Abigail. Zecheriah snd Abignil Rice were the 
perents of a large family whom they brought up "inthe fenr of the Lord". 

The cight oldest children were born while they attended St. Augustine's Lutheran 
Church at Trappe, in charge of F-.ther Muhicnberg, the pioncer of the American Lutheran 
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Church in America. They traveled the thirteon miles on horse-back, as carriages 

and wagon roads were lacking at that time, In 1771, St. Peter’s was built in Pikc- 
land, ond the family ottended it until 1790 when they moved to Cumberland, now 

Porry and Juniata Counties. 

During the Revolution both Zacherish md Abignil were active; he as » soldier and 
builder of hospitals and she as = nurse, She contrected typhus fever while carry- 
ing delicacies to the sick soldicrs ect Yellow Springs Hospnitnl near her home, and 
never fully recovered. She diced November 6, 1789 snd was buricd in St. Peter's 
Churchyard in Pikelane. At this seme time Zechnrinh sustaincd cnother loss. His 
three hundred end fifteen acre form, md the large stone house he hed built on it, 
was scized by forcclosure of an old English mortg-ge hcld by Samuel Hosre of London, 
to whom Andrew Allen, c Member of the Contincntal Congress, had mde it. Allen in 
turn had given fraudulent titles to the onc hundred fourteen farmers to whom he sold 
the Pikcland Tract. 

Zachnriah Rice, with all but four of his children, slong with othcr relatives ond 
friends, moved by covered wagons to northwest Cumberland, now Perry and Juniata 
Countics, Here, at the sec of sixty, he had to begin life anew, clearing the forcsts, 
building «2 log house end bringing up his youngcr children in habits of thrift, indus- 
try end right living. In 1794 he lsid the first log for the Lebanon Church at Lovs- 
villo. Ey 1801 he had paid for his farm and by 1808 he wes ready to retire. He dicd 
August 19, 1811, and was buricd et Church Hill, Juninta County, Pennsylvanic.

BENJAMIN WALLICK was born April 4, 1772 in Pennsylvania. He is thought to have been 
the son of Frederick Wallick of East Nantmell, Chester County, Pennsylvania. He 
married POLLY (MARY) RICE either in Chester County or Cumberland (now Perry) County. 
On January 22, 1811 he bought land in Dover Township, Tuscarawas County, Ohio, and 
by 1817, had brought his family to their new home in Wayne Township, Tuscarawas 
County.

GEORGE WALLICK was born in Perry County, Pennsylvania, November 15, 1796, and came as 
a man with his parents to Wayne Township, Tuscarawes County, Ohio. On July 6, 1820, 
he married MARY KNESTRICK, daughter of Frederick and Margaret Fmestrick, who had come 
from Washington County, Maryland abot 1°08. 

George was a boat builder end constructed the first canzl boats which were drawn by 
mules up the tow-peth from Dreséen and Uhrichsville, on the then recently completed 
Ohio Canal to Cleveland, He built a house on Wooster Road on the outskirts of Canal 
Dover (now Dover), Ohio, which is still standing. On July 2, 1845 hoe was stricken 
with cholcra during om cpidemic, dicd and was buried the same day, without being secn 
by his femily. His wife lived until August 4, 1871. Both are buried in the Fourth 
Street Cemetery, Dover, Ohio.

Hugh de 

Rosel derived his Norman name, which is recorded in the Domesday Book (1086) 

from the Marshal of the Buttery of the Lordship of Rosel in the Trench 

Cotentin. On the Roll of Battel .bbey containine the names of all the com- 

panies of William the Conqueror at the battle of Hastings the name appears 

as Russell. The French derivative of the name signified a brook, rivulet, 
stream, -a place name, Some authorities believe that Ralph Russell, of 

Pontipool, Monmouthshire, Wales who was at Braintree, Mass., going then to 

Taunton, Mass., in 1652 to construct iron-works in collaboration with James 

and Henry Leonard, was the father of UZbl John Russell of Dartmouth, Mass., 

where Ralph is said to have settled later. There is seid to be no confirma- 
tion proof of such a relationship. Ralph Russell died 1676, There were 





many inglish contemporaries of John 1 Russell by the name of John Russell, 
whose ancestry has been elaborately worked out, but there seems to be no 
proof that John Russell of Dartmouth was identified with any of them. 


To New England came John, Richard, and Dennis Russell,. UZbl John 1 Russell, 
b. 1606 in Eng.; ad. Feb. 13, 1695. In 1642 he was elected constable of 
Marshfield, Mass,, where he was then living and where he had several grants 
of land, In 1644 he became a-freeman and held several public offices, He 
was one of the vroprietors and settlers of Dartmouth, Mass., where Mar. 9, 
1661 he bought for 142 of Cant. Miles Standish o full share in the Dertmouth 
purchase. He was Dartmouth's first Representative at the Old Colony Court 
in Plymouth, in 1665, continuing until 1683, except during 1666 and 1673, 


During King Phillip's War, Dartmouth township was spared complete annihilation 
by the foresight of John Russell, who converted his residence on the Appone- 
gansett River into one of two garrisoned houses in Dartmouth, These intrench- 
ments though far from impregnable served also as a place of refuge for the 
troops who went to their rescue, At the close of the war, John Russell and 
John Cooke served the people in an intellicent effort to support a teacher 
rebuild the town. In John Russell's new house on the hill, school was held 
and there, too, the town meetines were conducted, After having served his 
fellow-townsmen well, he died Feb, 13, 1695, His wife Dorothy died age [3, 
1687. It is alleged by some authorities that Dorothy Russell, as the widow of 
the Rev, John Cotton, married second, the Rev. Henry Smith, Afterward as the 
widow of the Rev. Henry Smith, she married thirec John 1 Russell. If this were 
true, it suggests the nossibility that John Russe pe had been previously
